With a mortgaged 
debt of 83,000 and ¥500 in claims, jj 
was in bad sbipe, but Sam got so 
straight after the crowd Sunday that 
$2160 was subscribed, and more was 
raised at subsequent meetings. If 
not cleared of debt the amount has 
been so greatly reduced that the tab- 
ernacle ought to get along much bet- 
ter in the future. 

The Nashville Election. 

Nashville, Oct. 10.— To-day wit- 
nessed tha most exciting and closely 
contested city election ever held in 
Nashville. There were only two 
tickets in the field, the straight Dem- 
ocratic ticket, headed by Geo. B 
Guild, the incumbent, who was re- 
nominated for Mayor, and the Amer- 
ican Protective Association ticket, 
headed by W. M. McCarthy. There 
was no Republican ticket in the field, 
and the better class of Republicans 
voted the straight Democratic ticket, 
while the colored voters nearly all 
voted the A. P. A. ticket 

The A. P. A. is largely composed 
of Democrats who are dissatisfied 
with the management of the city, 
county and State affairs, and were de- 
termined to overthrow the present 
management, which they are pleased 
to denominate the ring. The entire 
A. P. A. ticket was elected, including 
W. M. McCarthy, Mayor, and ten 
councilmen, by majorities which will 
probably average one thousand. Four 
wards are still to be heard from at 11 
o'clock. 

The proposition for the city to 
subscribe $100,000 to the Centennial 
Exposition carried by a vote of nearly 
twenty to one.

Like a clap of thunder from a cloud 
less sky came the report over the tele 
phone wires Sunday evening that 
Miss Cammie Russell had been foun 
dead in her fathei's garden, on Sout 
Main Street, with a pistol wound i 
her head. A half hour before she ha 
walked up the street from the Tabe 
nacle meeting, chatting pleasantly 
with a party of young friends, the 
picture of health and youth and beau 
ty. Reaching her home she paused 
at the gate and after a pleasant little 
talk with Mr. Charles Arringftm. Mr. 
Goo. W. Phelps, Mr. Garnett Roach 
and other young gentlemen friends, 
and several neighbors and friends who 
sav, her smiling face as they passed 
she was called to the house to answei 
the telephone bell. Still in the best 
of spirits, happy and jolly as she was 
wont to be, she left her friends at the 
:?ate, talking to them as she walked 
backwards towards the house, a hun- 
dred or more feet away. She answer- 
ed the telephone and then went up- 
stairs to her room while the rest of the 
family were called in to supper about 
that time. 

Her father remembered afterwards 
ihathe heard her walking lightly 
down the steps while at supper. As 
she did not come in, her mother sent 
the cook out to call her about the 
time the meal was finished. Not find 
ing her in the house she went to the 
gate and called to the neighbors to 
know if Miss Cammie was there, 
ihe was not found her father left the 
table and began to search for her, not 
ireaming that any tragedy had hap- 
pened. Going into the garden, some 
lifty feet beyond the house, he looked 
under a late peach tree in the garden 
to the left of the gate and there found 
her dead body. 

She was lying partly on her sid< 
and partly on her face, with her right 
hand under the wounded side of her 
face, dead, with her father's pistol ly- 
ing by her with one chamber empty 
Her horrified father took her tenderly 
iu his arms and assisted by hi3 son 
Jim, bore her into the house and plac- 
ed her on a bed. Mrs. Russell, wild 
with grief, was taken from the bed- 
room and into the parlor before the 
body was brought in. Her grief was 
heart-rending all through the night.

The unfortunate young lady was 
the youngest, daughter of Mr. Jas. D. 
Russell, vice-president of Planter's 
Bank, and one of Hopkinsville's most 
prominent citizens, who came here 
from Clarksville seventeen years 
ago. Miss Cammie was born in this 
city Oct. 11, 1879, and was just 16 
years and two days old. She was 
the youngest of a family of four 
children and was of a bright, happy 
disposition, with a pleasaut smile and 
a jolly word for all her friends, and a 
universal favorite wherever known. 
Her sister, Miss Bessie, is at school in 
Staunton, Va., and cannot reach home 
until to-day. Miss Cammie was a 
pupil in the High School department 
of the public school, her father being 
president of the school board, and 
she would have graduated next June. 

Surrounded by the luxuries and 
comforts of a " happy home, with 
friends aud admirers without number, 
kind and indulgent parents, loving 
brothers and sister, with nothing but 
brightness in her future, it seems in- 
credible that she could have taken 
her own life. 

Nothing that has occurred in the 
city for years has so shocked the 
public aud caused such universal 
sorrow. The family is one of the 
most prominent in the city, the affair 
happened in the most fashionable 
residence portion of the city, aud in 
such a shocking manner that it 
spread like wildfire over the entire 
town and delayed the services at the 
tabernacle, while the excited people 
stood in groups on the streets and 
discussed the details. 

At this writing it is not settled 
hen the interment will take place, 
but it will be sometime to day, if her 
sister arrives on the 9:52 train. The 
heartfelt sympathies of the whole 
community go out in condolence and 
sorrow to the bereaved family in 
their great trouble.

bachelor. Humor had it that when he 
was a young man he fell in love with 
the beautiful Miss Julia Jones, daugh- 
ter of Rev. and Mrs. Henry Jones and 
granddaughter of Noah Webster. ** 
Ives proposed to Miss Jones and she re- 
jected him. Afterwards she married 
Kev. Thomas Beecher, brother of Hen- 
ry Ward Beecher. From the time of 
her marriage Mr. Ives separated him- 
self from the society of women. He 
owned a fine stable of thoroughbred 
trotters. Two of them, Prince and 
Gypsy, were his greatest favorites, and 
as he speeded them he seemed to be 
forgetful for the moment and happy. 
He owned a kennel of pedigreed point- 
ers and setters and he was an enthusi- 
astic hunter. Mr. Ives died last winter, 
leaving a large estate.

When I paid Prague another visit, a 
■few weeks ago, I found a complete 
metamorphosis. The city has now a 
population of 300,000 or over, has gained 
immensely in size as well, is in its new 
.quarters lavish of light and space, clean 
and beautiful The old town— or Alt- 
stadt— is. IndMd. still something like it 
used to be, highly picturesque and full 
•of reminiscences that reach back into 
hoary ages, and the Ilradschin still 
overlooks the city at its feet, and wind- 
ing, narrow lanes and alleys still throb 
and pulsate with myriadic life. The 
queer old castles are there, and the 
swift-flowing Moldau. and the historic 
bridges, and the famous bridge gate, 
and the "i>owdcr tower" with its sun 
dial, and its old clothes dealers of redo- 
lent breath nnd hooked nose. So are 
tbe churches with their wealth of jew- 
«l-studded saints and their sticky at- 
mosphere of frankincense. All this 
iUid much more is still to be seen and 
sidmired in the Prague of to-day, but 
that is but a small kernel, whereas the 
cordon on cordon of new, wide and hand- 
jiomely appearing streets ami avenues 
that surround this small center give the

Mrs. Cheek received a cablegram re- 
cently announcing the death of her 
husband. At the time of his death he 
was pressing a claim against the 
United States government for several 
hundred thousand dollars alleged to ba 
due on account of negligence of Ameri- 
can officials in Slam. 

Mr. Cheek a number of years ago 
obtained a concession from the king to 
farm out a teak forest. In getting the 
logs to a market they were floated 
down rivers, and it was while be had 
many thousands of them in the form of 
a raft that the logs were confiscated by 
representatives of an English com- 
pany. 

Cheek had the stars and stripes 
pinned to his rafts, and he called on 
the American officials for assistance.

How ^Kors Will Be Handled at the 
W' Atlanta Exposition. 

Atlanta is a city of 110,000 people, 
and the calculation is that on great 
days during her exposition she will 
have to take care of that many more, 
says the Ph il adel phla 1 Record. TVe 
^ committee In charge of public com 
fort, after careful consideration, has 
decided jjfo adopt the system which 
was operated with sucoess in Phila- 
delphia during the centennial The 
control of this business will be held 
by the exposition company, and not 
let as a concession as at Chicago. 
At Atlanta absolutely no charge 
will be made either to hotels, board- 
ing houses, or to residents or to 
visitors for this service. On the 
first day of May an elaborate can- 
vass was made of the city and sub- 
i urbs, and every available room reg- 
istered. The same work was carried 
through the outlying towns fir a dis- 
tance of thirty or forty miles, and 
commutation tickets will be put on by 
all of the roads, so that visitors see- 
ing the fair during the day will be 
able to get out in tue evening aud 
return early the next morning. This 
will materially expand Atlanta's ca- 
pacity for accommodating visitors. 
All this information will ba tabu- 
lated and sent broadcast over the 
country, and visitors from a dis- 
tance will be encouraged to engage 
quarters in advauce.

A PENNY IN THE SLOT. 
And Get a Prescription Telling You 
What Medicine to Buy. 

Nickel-in-the-slot machines have 
been applied to many novel uses, 
but the queerest of all these catch- 
penny contrivances Is one that give3 
you a prescription if you are sick 
and need one. These automatic 
doctors are of English origin, and at 
the- present time may bi found on 
street corners in many parts of Lon- 
don. 

They are made of wood to the like 
ess of a man, and are about half the 
size of the American cigar store In- 
dian. He is unlike the Bannock In- 
dian, however, in that he is full of 
boles. All over the body, head and 
limbs of the figure are slots for the 
reception of the penny fee charged 
for the prescription, and beneath 
the slot is the usual opening, from 
which the prescription issues after 
the penny has got in its final work. 

These automatons are the or<^ 
erty of the Loudo' - jcomatic Pre- 
scription corupapy, an incorporated 
• ru which has among its share- 
holders not a few of the foremost 
phvsi liana in London. At first a 
— of the automatons wore pnt 
out by way of experiment, and the 
mistake was made of placing them 
In the faahiouable promenades, such 
as Rotten row, Petticoat lane aud 
portions of the Strand. Here the 
swell chappies whetted their curi- 
osity for a time by dropping pennies 
In the slots, and then the wooden 
physicians got to be a colossal joke. 
In a short time, however, the au- 
tomatons were removed to the 
Whitechapel district, where they 
m«st with a generous patronage 
from the poorer classes. Of course, 
these figures do not dispense medi- 
cines, as there would be an insur- 
mountable obstacle In the law. The 
prescription given by the figure for 
a penny is a good one, generally 
prescribing the standard remedy for 
ordinary libs, such as toothache, 
earache, headache, etc. Then there 
are antiseptic dressings for cuts and 
liniments for bruises, tonic for the 
hair and salves for corns and 
bunions. Tn each case the prescrip- 
tion bears, the name and business 
address of the apothecary whose 
shop is nearest to the automaton. — 
N. Y World.

The following is a copy of the Civ- 
il Rights Law recently passed by the 
New York Legislature, with the pros 
pect of being duplicated in Kentucky, 
Republican State, ticket and Leg 
islature are elected next month: 

GENERAL— ALL COUNTIES, 
.Five folios.] 

Laws of New York— By Authority. 

[Every law, unless a different time 
shall be prescribed therein, shall not 
take effect until the twentieth day af- 
ter it shall have become a law — Sec 
tion 43, article II, chapter 8, General 
Laws] 

CHAP. 1042. 

AN ACT to protect all citizens 
their civil and legal rights. 

Became a law June i5, 1895, with the. 
approval of the Governor. Passed 
three-fifths being present. 
The People of the State of New 

York, represented in the Senate and 

General Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Sec. 1. That all persons within the 
jurisdiction of this State shall be 
entitled to the full and equal ad 
vantages, accomodations, facilities 
and privileges of inns, restaurants, 
hotels, eating houses, bath houses, 
barber shops, theatres, music halls, 
public conveyances on land and 
water, and all other places of pub 
lie accomodation or amusement, 
subject only to the conditions and 
limitations established by law, and 
applicable alike to all citizens. 

Sec. 2. That any person who shall 
violate any of the provisions of the 
foregoing section by denying toau^ 
citizens, except for reasons applica 
ble alike to all citizens of every race 
creed and color, the full enjoyment 
of any of the accomodations, advan- 
tages, facilities or privileges iu said 
section enumerated, or bv aiding or 
inciting such denial, shall for every 
such offense forfeit and pay a sum 
not less than one hundred dollars, 
nor more than five hundred dollars, 
to the person aggrieved thereby, tc 
be reco ered in any court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction in the county 
, where said offense was committed; 
and shall, also, for every such off- 
ense, be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction therof 
shall be fined not le?s than one 
hundred nor more than five hun- 
dred dollars, or shall be imprisoned 
not less than thirty days, nor mere 
than ninety days, or both such tine 
and imprisonment. 

Sec. 3. That no citizen of the State 
possessing all other qualifications 
which are or may be prescribed by 
law shall be disqualified to serve 
grand or petit juror in any court 
this State on account of race, creed 
or color, and any person charged 
with any duty in the selection or 
summoning of jurors, who shall ex- 
clude or fail to summon any citizen 
for the cause aforesaid shall, 
conviction thereof, be deemed guil- 
ty of a misdemeanor, and be fined 
not less than one hundred dollars, 
nor more than five hundred dollars, 
or imprisonment not less than thir 
ty days, nor more than ninety days, 
or both Buch fine and imprisoment. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect im- 
mediately.

Japan U Taking a Rest 

dertaking Fresh War.. 

Every one feeU that the peace la 
only a lull ih a storuf which will pres- 
ently rage all the more furiously, 
says the London News. . Russia is 
now the obj et of Japanese hatred, 
and little attempt is made to conceal 
the fact. "Against Russia, Get- 
many »nd France even the greatest 
jingo admits Japan is helpless. But 
it is qulto otherwise with Russia 
single-handed." All ranks and 
classes are confident that they can 
punish Russia. Russia is inviting 
attack. "Her ships move about 
prepared for action, with all possi- 
ble woodwork removed and the hulls 
painted sea-green." This is exas* 
perating; but the bitterest blow is 
the news that in Korea Russian in- 
trigue has completely foiled Japan. 
The Japanese agent already find* 
himself a cipher and is coming hem*. 
The Japane*;, however, will not re- 
sign Korea without a fight. If Rus- 
sia actually occupies the peninsula 
hostilities will begin. As the troops 
return from the Liautung peninsula 
they ore being hurriedly sent north, 
ready, should war result, to be landed 
in Korea. "It would be no child's 
play for Russia," says the Daily 
News' writer. "In Ironclads she is 
superior, but the greater speed of 
the Japanese cruisers would give 
them a great advantage and prevent 
Russia from forcing a pitched naval 
battle." Guns strained during the 
recent fights aro being replaced and 
the boilers cleaned and overhauled. 
•'In another month Japan will be 
ready for her formidable foe." 
Clearly we are only at the beginning 
of things in the far east.

The third of six beautiful and tal- 
ented sisters. Princess Maria Josephs 
of Braganra, became the second wife 
of the celebrated royal oculist, Duke 
Carl Theodor of Bavaria, on April 29, 
1874. 

No married life conld be more simple 
or happy than that led by Duke 
and Duchess Carl Theodor, surrounded 
by their five children, three daughters 
and two sons— Princess Sophie, born in 
1875; Princess Elizabeth, 187fl{ Princess 
Marie. 1878; Prlnoe Ludwig Wilbelm, 
in 1884, and Prince Franz Joseph, the 
godson of the emperor of Austria, on 
March 38. 1888. 

The duke and duchess, says the 
Gentlewoman, lead a very busy, useful 
life, for the duke has no less than three 
eye hospitals under his charge, which 
he has himself founded, the principal 
and favorite of which is at the royal 
schloss at Tegernsee, in Bavaria. The 
others are at Munich and Meran, at all 
of which places he spends a part of 
the year with hl« family.

A striking increase is shown Id 
the issues of postage stamps, 
stamped envelopes. «tc., during the 
last fiscal year, ovtr those of the 
preceding years. A special dis- 
patch to the Boston Herald says: 
"The figures for the entire fiscal 
year are $7?., SS9,r»!)8, as compared 
with $70,199,151 in 1894, $72,359,213 
in 1893, $70.398, 9uJ in 1892, and 
$62,559,775 In 1891. The larger por- 
tion of the aggregate for the past 
year, moreover, and the greatest 
pefcentage of gain, are shown in 
the last two quarters, for which the 
total issues aggregated $38,849,094, 
against $3G,G07,20'1 for the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1894. The 
quarter ending March 31 last woa 
the largest ever recorded. The 
figures of the issues of stamps and 
other forms of postage have been re- 
garded by economic students as one 
of the best barometers of business 
conditions ever since Mr. Hazen 
made his careful investigations on 
the subject ten years ago. He 
demonstrated that business depres- 
sion was always qickly followed by 
a great increase in postal business. 
The falling off does not usually follow 
instantaneously the breaking out of 
a banking crisis, because the effect 
upon wholesale and retail trade is 
not felt for a few weeks or iron 
This was noticed in 1893, when the 
business of the last half of the cal- 
endar year fell off somewhat, but not 
in so marked a degree as during the 
spring and summer of 1894."
